The majority of the 
styles are equally suitable for adults 
and children. Jerusalem Lace ex- 
ports to Germany, France, England 
and South Africa. 


YOSEF KOLLAR notes wryly that 
if the Israel government does not 
make some radical change in its im- 
port/export ‘policies, Israeii 
manufacturers are going to find it 
increasingly difficult to sell their 
merchandise abroad. Other govern- 
ments are offering a variety of in- 
centives to manufacturers to help 
boost exports; whereas Israel con- 
tinues to reduce import taxes while 
simultaneously hiking up wages, 
fuel and electricity. Increased 
production costs make it well-nigh 
impossible for Israeli manufacturers 


{o engage in effective price com- 
petition on international markets; 
and with the lowering of import 
taxes, they are finding it tough to 
compete on the domestic market as 
well, since many imported products 
sell for less than the minimum price 
which the local manufacturer can 
afford to charge. 

The complaint is being echoed 
throughout Israel's fashion Industry, 
but seems to be falling on deaf ears 
at government level. Small 
manufacturers, unable to cope with 
constantly soaring production costs, 
have in many instances closed 
down. Some of the larger manufac- 
turers are in dire straits, but are 
grimly hanging on — sometimes 
because so many families are 
dependant on them for an income, 
Conscience, more than profit, is 
keeping many factories going.

Zack Rubin settled in israel three 
years ago, he wisely decided Lo 
jearn how to do things the Israeli 
way before setting up in business for 
himself, Rubin, with an 18 year 
background in fashions and tealiles, 
had no trouble in gaining entrance 
to the industry in Israel. 

Initially, he worked as export 
manager for Lodzia, during which 
period he met South Africans Victor 
Essa&kow and Ronald Proos who 
were operating a successful silk 
screen pfintery and had come to 
Lodzia to offer their services. At 
thal time, Lodzia had just received a 
big order for printed T-shirts, and 
the two South Africans had ap- 
peared on the scene like a bolt from 
heaven.

The Brandeis Camp in the Poconos became 
the prototype for Zionist and Jewish camp- 
ing in this country. Today the Brandeis 
Camp in Southern California is a potent 
force for Zionist and Jewish education. 
Hadassah now conducts five Young 
Judacan camps and a leaders camp, Tel 
Yehudah. Tens of thousands of youngsters 
have benefited from the Young Judaean 
club structure, the camps and our Israel pro- 
grams. Our graduates can be found in 


_ leadership roles across the country and many 


of them have opted for life in Israel. In 1967 
we reorganized our youth work in response 
to the alienation of our time; we disbanded 
our partnership with the ZOA and Hasha- 
char, the Dawn, composed of Young 
Judaea, Senior Judaea and Hamagshimim 
{ages 9-25) was founded under the sole 
auspices of Hadassah. A major aim of 
Hamagshimini is education and training for 
aliya, and we have sponsored Kibbutz 
Ketura, founded by Hashachar in the Arava. 

The 30's and 40’s saw the Nazi menace 
sweep Germany and Europe. When the Sec- 
ond World War came to a close, the full ex- 
tent of the Holocaust became known—six 
million Jews had been slaughtered while the 
civilized world looked away. The agony of 
the Jewish world was compounded by Brit- 
ish attempts to restrict inmigration to Eretz 
Yisrael. Hadassah rose to the newemergency 
—we cume of age as we took our place in the 
political struggle that culminated in the Proc- 
(amation of Independence of Israel on May 
14, 1948, A new cra begun for world Jewry. 
At the close of World War ΠῚ Hadassah was 
honored by our Government with a citation 
in token of appreciation for the sale of $200 
million in American war bonds. 

Since 1948 Hadassah has moved into new 

arenas of activity, wways retaining its educa- 
tional base. Positive problems have included 
careerlsm for women and the use of “woman 
power" in the United States; women’s entry 
into executive positions in industry, banking 
and political life. Negative problems have in- 
cluded the rapid spread of assimilation and 
intermarriage, and alienation of our young 
people. We have sought to meet these urgent 
matters with new approaches and have set up 
atask force on our future. Wehave faced the 
reality of change and are adapting to it. The 
Hadassah Magazine has been a prime Te- 
source for reaching out to our membership, 
keeping them attuned to the events shaping, 
our lives as Americans and as Jews. It 
reaches over a million readers in America 
and has a devoted following. We have moved 
from the concept of quiet study circles Into 
the vast arena of American life with its social 
and economic problems. As one of the larg- 
est voluntcer women’s groupsin this country 
we have feared to useour “woman power,” 
to use our vote and voice, to express our 
thinking publicly, to exert our Influence on 
congressmen and local legislators. We func- 
tion as a non-governmental observer at the 
United Nations; we sent official delegations 
to the United Nations Decade of Women 
Conference in Copenhagen. We serve on 
school boards and in all aspects of communi- 
ty self-government.

Presidents of Major American Jewish Orga- 
nizations through the active represefttation 
of our president, Frieda Lewis. Our repre- 
sentatives are officers and members of the 
executive boards of the American Zionist 
Federation, of the National Community Re- 
lations Council and the American Jewish 
Congress, as well as of major Jewish and 
Zionist international organizations.

We are deeply concerned 
with the worsening situation of our brethren 
in Arab countries and in the Soviet Union 
and have brought the situation to the atten- 
tion of our Government. We have set up a 
national chairmanship for Soviet Jewry to 
keep this vital issue constantly before our 
membership; Hadassah delegates have at- 
tended the two international conferences on 
Soviet Jewry held in Brussels in 1970 and 
1979. A third conference is now scheduled 
for October 1982, and a full complement of 
Hadassah Jeaders is preparing to attend. In 
February 1971, when I was in Russia during 
the Leningrad trials, Esfira Motkova said, 
“Now is the duty of everyone to make noise, 
as much as we can.” Hadassah took this 
lesson to heart — we make noise. All this is 
Zionism in action. - 

Our constitution, adopted in 1921, says 
that we are “‘dedicated to the ideals of 
Judaism, Zionism, American democracy, 
healing, teaching and medical research.” 
Seventy years of raising the consciousness of 
the American Jewish woman, ofestablishing 
asense of identity, has resulted. A wonderful 
concomitant has been our influence on our 
gentile friends and neighbors. Hadassal: has 
brought a sense of Jewish pcoplehood, of 
Am Yisrael, to almost half a million homes, 
widening horizons, enriching lives and train- 
ing leaders for the American scene and Jewish 
community. We have been a unique instru- 
ment and active force in the constant and 
continuing struggle for positive, creative, 
ongoing Jewish life.

Each year thousands of 
tourists who have no connection with 
Hadassah visit the two hospitals to. see 
the art treasures, mainly the 2 stained- 
glass windows of Marc Chagall in the 
synagogue in Ein Karem, and the Jac- 
ques Lipchitz sculpture of The Tree of 
fe in front of the entrance to the Mount 
Scopus Hospital. ton 

Chagall used his genius to depict in his 
windows the blessings of Jacob on his 12 
sons, supptemented by the history of the 
12 tribes, He donated the windows to 
Hadassah for the hospital synagogue. 

When Marc Chagall visited Hadassah 
in 1977, at the age of 90, he found the 
synagogue crowded to capacity with 
tourists, listening in reverent silence as a 
guide gave his interpretations of what 
Chagall was after. The great artist studied 
the windows one by one, “Nit shlecht— 
not bad, not bad at all,” he ‘said with a 
smile, He was gratified to hear that peo- 
ple came in the thousands to see his crea- 
tion. 

Jacques Lipchitz wrote about his 
bronze statue, The Tree of Life, that ‘it 
“depicts the history of the Jewish people 


‘and symbolizes the dynamism of our 


faith, the source of our dreams and 


spiritual aspirations.” The base of the © 


statue depicts Noah, with his ark. Above 
him towers Abraham, about to sucrifice 
Isaac, but being restrained by an angel. 
Higher up is Moses receiving the Ten 


-Commandments, There is a burning bush 


— or perhaps the Holocaust — and 
above all is a phoenix, the symbol of the 
rebirth of the Jewish people. The whole 
statue forms a candelabra, 

Thomas Hoving, the former director of 
the Metropolitan Museum of Art, said 
δου the statue when it was dedicated in 
Seplomber, 1978: “Jacques Lipchitz, in 
all of his life, when confronted with an 
acl of creativity, would ask two profound 
Suestions: ‘For what am | born? For what 

Ucome on this earth?’ In our Tree of 
Ue he posed and responded to these 
wo intriguing questions not merely for 
himself, but for all of us, the greuter host 

humanity." 


‘Art at Hadassah 


Those who have more time to spare 
will find many other art treasures in the 
two medical centers. There is the Chaim 
Gross Mother and Child statue on the 
lawn outside the Mother and Child 
Pavilion (on the cover of this supple- 
ment). Gross is a master at expressing in 
materials the qualities of harmony, grace 
and balance. 

This week, during the convention, a 
remarkable example of “soft-sculpture™ 
was dedicated in the Chagall 
Synagogue. It is a handwoven parochet 
and curtain for the ark, and a cover for 
the bimah. The work, by Israeli- 
American artist Aviva Green, was com- 
missioned by Hadassah president Frieda 
5, Lewis, who especially wanted to give 
something of a spiritual nature to Hadas- 
sah. Mrs. Green, the daughter of a rabbi, 
worked on the project for over a year and 
at the loom for four months with weaver 
Ruth Chaet. The sculpture looks like a 
relief map of the Israeli landscape, She 
used all natural materials — mainly wool 
— with some silk and cotlon. The letters 
embroidered on the parochet are done in 
handwrapped gold and copper thread; 
some of the woolen strands were dyed by 
the artist in tea and coffee; and the 
leather for the handgrips on the doors 
was sunbleached by her over a period of 
several weeks. . 

Calligraphy on the doors is a Talmudic 
quotation, “Know before whom you 


stand.” Another statue, on the verandah 


of the John F. Kennedy Tourist and In- 
formation Center, is Aharon Bezalel’s in- 
triguing Nursing Mother, The Siegfried 
and Irma Ullmann Building, housing the 
Sharett Institute of Oncology, has 
modern art creations by famous Israeli 
artists on ulmost every floor. In the 
Mount Scopus Hospital, al the library, 
there is a remarkable example of kinetic 
art hy Motke Blum. 

Why, people ask, should a medical 
center house greal art? There is a reason: 
Hadassah has always believed that 
beauty and tranquility contribute to the 
heuling of the spirit that is as important to 
henlth as treatment of the body. QO
